Report from Matanzas — Precautionary detention of steamship Niagara 
from Tampico — Diphtheria, enteric fever, and scarlet fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, October 12, as follows: 

During the week ended October 8, 1904, bills of health were issued 
to 7 vessels leaving for the United States. 

The American steamship Niagara, originally from Tampico, Mexico, 
via Habana, was held in precautionary quarantine while in this port. 
She cleared for New York direct October 3, without any sickness on 
board on inspection. 

One new case of scarlet fever in the city, and another one at the 
rural town of Limonar, within this district, have been reported during 
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the past week. No deaths have been reported from this disease, which 
still shows a very mild type. 

There are still several cases of enteric fever undergoing treatment, 
but no new cases have been officially reported since my last writing. 

One new case of diphtheria with a fatal termination was reported 
yesterday.

Report from Santiago — Transactions for the third quarter of the year 
1904- — Mortuary statistics — Sanitary conditions. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, October 6, as follows: 

The number of bills of health issued in September was 20, a marked 
increase over August (14) and the highest number issued in any month 
since July, 1903. The total for the quarter is 53, a slight increase 
over the corresponding quarter of 1903. The totals for the first three 
quarters of 1904 were 54, 51, and 53, respectively. 

The total number of deaths for September (stillbirths not counted) 
was 50. This is the smallest mortality for any month this year except 
January, when there were only 48 deaths. September showed a 
marked decrease over August (80), the principal gain being in intes- 
tinal diseases. The total deaths for the quarter was 222, a decrease 
over the second quarter, 271, but still higher than the first quarter, 
181. In the third quarter of 1903 the deaths were 237, a decrease of 
15 in favor of this year (1904). 

Of contagious diseases there were reported during the quarter 12 
cases and 2 deaths. All were diphtheria except 1 case of varicella, 
which recovered. 

Of the condition of the city as a whole there is nothing new to 
report. As 1 have reported previously, the streets are dirty and in 
bad condition. The street-cleaning force is very insufficient, owing to 
lack of funds. 

The water supply of late has been scanty in spite of heavy daily 
showers for the last three weeks. These have made the water very 
muddy. The water has often been turned off several hours a day in 
the center of the city without warning.
